Ayres, Clarence Edwin. The divine right 
of capital. 1946. 214p. Houghton, $3. 


The author starts with the premise that there 
are two causes of depressions; underconsump- 
tion and underinvestment. The system of ab- 
solute capitalism practiced now has always 
blamed underinvestment and has used meth- 
ods, such as government pump-priming in the 
1930’s, to cure economic ills. But Professor 
Ayres believes that underconsumption is the 
cause and suggests that this might be avoided 
by the extension of social security and by 
increasing the tax burden of the higher in- 
comes—which he says will minimize the dif- 
ference between the rich and the poor, there- 
by increasing the purchasing power of 
everyone which in turn will call for increased 
production. Thought-provoking and_ well 
worth reading, though many will not agree 
with the author.

The 
early dramatic events are highlighted more 
effectively than the international disputes of 
the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries.

40-9570), the author offers credible proof that 
the Newport tower of Newport, R. I., was built 
by Norsemen probably from Greenland. He 
also elaborates on the theory that Norse ex- 
plorers traveling south from Hudson bay 
crossed Minnesota and attempted to reach 


Vinland from there by traveling east. Valu- 
able as a research study and useful because 
there is so little historical material on this 
period.

Forced down at sea with a broken leg and 
numerous shrapnel wounds, Gordon Manuel 
survives a five-mile swim to land. His life 
on New Britain is one narrow escape after 
another, but with his own ingenuity and the 
help of loyal natives, he comes out safely. 
Not quite so fascinating as this author’s Of- 
ficially dead (Booxutst 42:107, D 1 45), but 
still good reading.

This study of the French-Canadians begins 
with an outline of their history from the days 
of the earliest settlers and continues with a 
record of their political, psychological, and 
religious conflicts with the English up to the 
present time. It is an objective, realistic 
account of a minority group’s struggle to keep 
its cultural identity, but since it is only a 
résumé of a projected longer work on the 
same subject, it lacks the detailed information 
necessary for a thorough understanding of 
the subject.

The author, born and raised in the Colorado 
river country, describes its beauty and gran- 
deur from a personal viewpoint.

Because of this the 
book does not give as clear or as complete 
a picture to anyone unfamiliar with that sec- 





tion of the country as does Edwin Corle’s
